conditions prevent it. 

Tho first Is tliat tliere are only 9999 
numbers under 10,000 available and 
that amount would accomodate only 
n small percentage of those who 
have applied for low license number.^. 

The second reason which prevents 
the secretary from distributing tlio 
numbers under 10.000. Is the provis- 
ion of the -slate law permitting the 
holder of any number to retain It by 
filinp his or her application before 
December 1. 

Very few holders of small numbers 
failed to avail themselves of this 
legal privilege this year and as a re- 
sult Secrelary of State Stratton has 
few four figure numbers to dis- 
tribute.

/When the question Ib naHcd, "Why 
do we celebrate Christmas on Decem- 
ber 25?" It cannot be answered with 
certainty, becauBO historians dis- 
agree as to the exact time of the birth 
of Christ. Some maintain that since 
the ahupherds wore watchnlg their 
flocks In the nelds. It could not have 
been the winter season. When the 
event should bo celebrated was a 
prominent question In the early 
church and It waa not until the Ilfth 
century that December 2r.th was 
fixed upon aa the time. Whether 
this decision was made because of 
Bome tradition or whether It was tor 
the purpose of supplanting hGulheu 
festivals at that season of the year la 
not known, but undoubtedly It was to 
Rive new converts to Christlanty a 
higher vision of the meaning of 
events which they could not fully 
comprehend. 

Ilarbarians of ' Central and South- 
em Europe centuries before the birth 
of Christ noted that at n certain stm- 
Bon of the vear the shorlenlns of the 
days ceased and the sun began to 
move slowly toward the North. Near- 
ly-all peoples of the northern hemis- 
phere regarded this as most mag- 
niacent; they talked of the return of 
the sun wheel, or, by some other 
fitting expression designated their 
toy that the life-giving sun should re- 
turn to give once more a renewal of 
lite to the things oT nature. Thoy 
came to look upon this season of the 
year as a lime for great rejoicing. 
Practically all the heathen peoples re- 
garded the winter solstice as a most 
[mportant time of the year, which 
they ceK-brated with appropriate 
festivities. 

Some early writers have attributed 
the origin of Christmas to Tele- 
Tphorus Who lived In the Hecond 
century of the Christian era T Ire 
Jb no positive evidence that Chrlst 
^UB was abserved until near .he e 
^r the second century. At least such 
obser^-ance had not become >^ B«"«^;» 
^Btom before that time. Such on 
Tenl «le«erved special commemora- 
Tn and as no record told iust when 
the saviour was born, a time f|r 
^?eb^tlon had to be determined 
Tpon tho season being '>«|<^;";»'J.^^ 
which bad for centuries been the 
hope of millions of people.

Severely condemning thfc granting 
of toll bridge franchises to private !n- 
tercHts and Ihuir encroiichment upon 
the roads of the Federal aid Iilghway : 
system of the nation. Secretary nt 
Agriculture Arthur .M. Hyde. In his 
annual report, urged the states lo 
make ionns from the Fed(iral treas- 
ury, to he repaid from unllclpated pj- 
inrns In publicly collected tolls, ac- 
cording to The Automobile Club of 
Illinois.

and In the serimd plane, the appllcn- 
linn nt snch rays requires Inielllgent 
direction. 

As a matter of fact, a number of the 
so-called sun lamps are somewhat 
lacking In fhelr ahlllly to generate 
the nllra-vlnlet ray. They will give 
forth heat, most certainly— hut that la 
about ail. However, sunmindedness 
need not suffer hern use of such a me- 
chanical doDHeney. 

It must not lie forgotten thnl the 
natural sun yet shines for every one. 
And thoKe who really desire the hene- 
llt of the ultra-violet rays can In most 
seasons and upon many days obtain 
them through the simple expedient of 
getting ounhiors. 

It Is safe to say that a brisk walk 
daily In the sunshine, tnounsliine or 
no shine at oil will do itie unriual per- 
son quite as much good as the use of 
the average so-called sun lamp. 

On the other hand. If (me Is sick 
and Is actunily In need of the Indoor 
sun. tlien follow the doctor's advice 
regarding It. Rut don't fly off the 
handle on tlils arllllelul sun question.

SOMI'j months ago the statement was 
iimde that inatiy pupils In the 
achocts tbruughout the country were 
sulTerlng from fool ailments. The 
fact was based upon an examination 
of thousands of children In several of 
the largest cities In the United Slates. 
Ill lilting shoes iliat cramped tlie toes 
and squeezed the feel were, In most 
Instances, blamed for this very un- 
fortunate situation. 

The ycung children can scarcely be 
held accountable for wearing Im- 
proper footwear. They do nnl know 
any belter. On the other hand, shoe 
merchants could undoutnediy prevent 
much of It. and parents could ellm- 
luato practically all ol It. 

To foist 111 tilting .luoes upon the 
young peoplo Is nnthing slinrl of crim- 
inal. Feet permamMitly Injured with 
bunions and misshapen toes can, and 
do. cause a great deal of suffering In 
later llfo. This In itself Is bad enough, 
itui wlion backache, headache, neu- 
rit la and even that old tiappinesa 
wre-.'l"er rht*nmutlsm. can often be 
traced to lniprnp?r foot gear, the ques- 
tion becomes an exceedingly Important 
one. 

Fortunately, the older people In the 
main are sensible about this matter 
BO far as chey liiemselvcs are con- 
cerned, hut many ot them seem to 
lack interest In the Juvenile shoe 
problem. 

Present-day competllUn la sulllelent- 
ly exhausting without placing the bur- 
den of painful feet, ot pain (rotn feet, 
upon tiie young people, tihuu had 
shoes away from ihcm and keep them 
"shoed"' properly, 

t*. S.. Short stockings also, con* 
tlnuQlly worn, are almost as bad aa 
short shoes. And tilt ru high heela 
are as bad as stockings.

SAIL from Piraeus, port of Alh- 
onn, skirt tho inlands of Melus 
and Antlnielos. nf tho Cyclades 
group, and after It' hours nf sail- 
ing th^e mountainous prulilc of Crete 
come.s Into view. * .■■yy.. 

The Island has nron of ahout-S.tioO 
Bqmire miles, beliig KK) miles Inng and 
varying In wldlh from .'tr» to IVj mllcf». 
Hut wliat matter 100 miles In length? 
They could be tmvorscd In a few 
hours at most by railroad— If there 
were railroads. It takes days nud 
day.s to cover Crete by laud frotn one 
end to the other. 

Tho more nccesslhio sections of 
Crete are now covered with a network 
of fairly Important highways, but In 
remote districts the traveler muBt use 
tho traditional means of tran.'jporta- 
tlon— donkey or mule, over trails or 
uneven paths. . And If It la noces.sary 
to adapt oneself to the fatigue and 
the needs of one's animals. It Is also 
essential to take Into account the 
aversion which every Cretan feels at 
the prospect of traveling at night. 

The whole Island is dotnlnated by 
the mountains which Intersect It. They 
Inclndo the I.nslthl range In the east, 
with .Mount nicto; the PsIIorltl, with 
Mount Ida near the center of the is- 
land, and to the west tiie White moun- 
tains, Incally, and rightly, named the 
"Desert ,of Stone." Those peaks rise 
to more than 7.000 feet and are cov- 
ered with snow In winter, but In sum- 
mer and early autumn large herds of 
sheep graze on the slopes. 

After the traveler loaves these henlp. 
and the round stone huts whore the 
solitary shepherds live, he tuay wan- 
der over many trails without meeting 
a living gmil. 

Tlien, from a monntnin path, sud- 
denly 9 groat plain will come Into view 
—like that of Laslthi, formerly occu- 
pied by a Inko. 

On a broad, elevated pass one some* 
limes sees a straight lino of wind- 
mills, occasionally ns many as twenty 
or more, each placed in a specially 
atlvantngcous position to catch nil the 
wind which the largo wings require. 
Tho peasants from tlie villages climb 
up to them with their donkeys laden 
with grain. On the other hand, along 
the Fteep mountain slopes water mills 
are built In tho ravines. The mills 
ran only In winter, for during summer 
there Is no rain; hence no water. 

Ancient Altars In Grottoes. 

While Crete has nn extremely heavy 
rainfall. It Is limited to the wet sea- 
son, which commences In October or 
November. The water accumulates 
and rushes down the mountains In 
violent torrents: It penetrates the soil 
and circulates through a vast network 
of limestone grottoes. It was In these 
grottoes, now a fairyland of stalac- 
tites and stalagmites, that tho first 
Inhabitants of tlie Island established 
the worship of their gods. Today ono 
flnds among the rocks the altars and 
paraphernalia of ancient rites. 

Some of those grottoes are veritable 
pits. Into which one descends with the 
aid of ropes. One readily appreciates 
the Impression they must have pro- 
duced on the Imaglniitlon of tho men 
of other days, when one nutos the re- 
spectful awe they stil! command. The 
natives In their folklore still people 
these caves with monstrous men and 
animals. 

Villages dot the borders of the Ci-e- 
tan plains, and the Inhabitants come 
to their doors nnd smilingly Invite the 
passer-by to enter. 

Occasionally one nieols a peasant on 
his way to tho village, carrying on his 
head n basket overllowlng with grapes, 
lie win stop, select tho most beautiful 
cluster, and offer them to tho stranger 
with touching BliupUclty, 

In regions which aro less protected 
from tho elements, tho lochst tree 
grows, but It Is bent and gnnrlcd by 
Its battle with the violent north wind. 
There are vineyards on tho hillsides 
nnd vegetables'grow In the river beds, 
which aro dry in summer, or on tho 
thin layers of fertile soil which cover 
tho stono of aomo of the aoashore 
plains. Irrigation is practiced Intel- 
ligently: large windmills raise the wa- 
ter, or norlaa grind away aa tho wa- 
ter la raised pall hy pall from wells. 

Canea and Candla. i 
Canea. surrounded by Venetian ram- 
parts, Is the cap'ital of Orete; It la sit- 
uated in tho western part of tho la- 
land. 

Candla, further to the east and also 
on tho northern shore, la tho only oth- 
er city of commercial importance. Dur- 
ing tho VenctUmoccupatlonof the la- 
land this stronghold was known ns 
■ Uegalo Castro (Great JTortreas) ; but 



many centuries before tho Venotlana 
held sway In Crete and before tha 
Saracens left llielr Impress, the In- 
hatdtanlH of the Lsland had e.stiihllshed 
a trading Htatlon at this point, to judgo 
frrrm the fragments of cut stone dis- 
covered in the sea near the shore. 

Today Candla Is nouring the -10.000 
population nuirk. Its white suburbs 
extend far beyond the old fortWlca- 
tlons. A few years ago an ICngllsU 
engineer was commissioned to reor- 
ganize the port. Tlie work Is being 
pursued with due regard to the his- 
toric vnlue of the old fortlllcatlona. 

Tho southern coast of Crete hns few 
safe anchorages nnd luoi^t of the tnido 
Is handled by sailing craft and motor 
boats. Large ships cannot approach 
tlie wharfs of the small harbors, but 
are oldiged to remain some dIstancQ 
on'shore. Ky means of a crane, mer- 
chandise Is unloaded Into a caique, 
which then approaches the beach as 
closely as possible. There naked men, 
standing In water up to their slioul* 
ders nnd with pads on their heads, 
peizo the various objects nnd carry 
them ashore. As soon ns the ground 
swell rises, work must stop. 

Often at night. If the sea la rough, 
a ship will approach the shore, blow 
Its whistle, and with the aid of a meg- 
aphone a cnnversatlou will follow be- 
tween vessel and port olliclnl. If tho 
load offered Is unimportant, the ship 
pursues Its course without stopping. 

Those villages by the sea are very 
Isolated; In daylight they are hardly 
visible nnd at night not at all, as no 
light marks them. Tliey aro as if 
"thrown Into tho sea" by the moun- 
tain, which bars their access to the 
interior. They are at the mercy of 
heavy souiliern storms, which all but 
deprive thciii of any outside communi- 
cation. 

An account of Crete would not be 
complete If we did not describe the 
means of locomotion to travelers. 
There Is but one railroad in Crete and 
it Is three miles long. It was built In 
recent years for the transportation of 
stone from n nearby- quarry to the 
harbor of Candla. The locomotives, 
christened Minos, Ariadne, and These- 
us, In honor of mythological characters 
that have played prominent roles In' 
the legendary history of tho Island, 
are Justly admired by the entire poi)- 
ulntlon. 

Many Motor Cars There. 

Road coustructlon has promoted tho 
use of the automobile, but oven where 
there are no roads a motor car Is fre- 
quently seen. What with the mire of 
the mulo paths, the stones, the brush, 
and tho fields, ono traveling by auto- 
mobile never knows when or if ho 
will reach his destination, although 
his car. carries the Inscription in' large 
letters : VExprcss." 

ITo who leaves Candla In tho au- 
tuma for a trip across the Island sees 
siiread before him largo expanses ot 
yellow nnd silvery green, with a few 
lines of austere black; these aro the 
vineyards ndxcd in with tho olive 
trees, while a few cypresses stand sol- 
itary or in a line. 

This vista contlnuea even after he 
begins to climb in order to reach the 
desert interior of Crete, for tho vine- 
yards and their attendant olive trees 
grow to a groat elevation. Thougii 
they space out tho farther ono gets 
from tho plain, neverihelcss they re- 
main equally luxuriant. They creep 
Into suuill hollows or cluster on the 
very steep slopes — sometimes they 
give the Itnpresslon that they are go- 
ing to slide off Into space — whIlo prct- - 
ty vine arbors shade tho etrccts of 
mountain villages. 

Knislris play an Important part In the 
economic life of Crete. In tho large 
cities nnd at the porta ono may see 
In the rather dark factories tho dif- 
ferent processes tho raisins undergo. 
In Sltla. in eastern Crete, one may find 
upon tho wharves immense golden 
areas of fruit drying in the aun be- 
fore being packed In cases for ahlp- 
ment abroad. Fresh grapes are ex- 
ported to Greece and to Egypt. 

Crete takes an important place 
among ollve-oll producing countries, 
Tho oil is extracted in primitive 
presses by tho peasauta nnd on a- larg- 
er scale In factories. Much of tlie 
t4tblo oil Is consumed In America. 

Tho tobacco plantations of Crete 
■ htivo made groat strides in recent 
ycara, as a direct result of one of the 
moat algnlflcatit events of tho eastern 
Mediterranean— the exchange of na- 
tionals between Greeco nnd Turkey fol- 
lowing the Ta'nty of Lausanne. Jte- 
patriatlon brought to tho Island many 
experienced , tobacco groweit from 
Aula Minor/ .
